Four Ways of Reaching the Same Conclusion. 


Under the impression that the Prusso-Swiss difficulty is settled to 
the satisfaction of all parties, and that the remaining ceremonies are 
mere matters of form, we might dismiss the whole subject from the read- 
er’s mind. Looking, however, at some of the official papers connected 
with it that have found their way into print, we cannet part from it 
without a word upon the peculiar traits of national character or goverr- 
mental policy, exhibited by the papers in question. These emanate from 
the respective Ministers resident at Berne, from the various “ Foreign 
Offices,’ or from the recognised organs of each—it really matters not 
which. 

The four * great powers” who have notably assisted in arranging mat- 
ters—for Mr. Fay, the American diplomatist, appears to have been an 
amateur—were Great Britain, France, Russia, and Austria. , The first- 
named, our own dearly-beloved country, promises that if the Federal 
government of Switzerland, in view of all the circumstances, will release 
the oft-named Neuchatel prisoners, Great Britain will take steps to in- 
duce the King of Prussia to recognise the independence of the Canton. 
At the same time, with honourable good faith, it is mentioned and reite- 
rated that this promise does not carry with it any guarantee that our 
efforts shall be made successful. In other words, Great Britain gave ber 
moral support to the Swiss, but did not pledge the national aid in case 
of need.—Look at Franee, in the next place. We all remember how 
contemptuously the Monivur, at the outset, advised the Swiss to submit 
to their fate, and cautioned them against the consequences of obsti- 
nacy. The mountaineers immediately flew to arms; and it was felt 
in the Tuileries that a blunder had been committed. A very different 
face was forthwith put upon French intervention; and the Count 
Walewski undertook, on behalf of Louis Napoleon, in very strongly- 
marked terms, that the moment the release was effected, “ every 
effort” of his Government should be made towards “assuring the 


*| entire independence of Neuchatel” by the King of Prussia’s “ re- 


nunciation of the claims upon the Principality attributed to him by 
the Treaty” (of 1852). If there was no specific mention of a French 
army versus a Prussian army in case of need, at least there was no 
reservation such as that which came from Lord Clarendon. On this 
understanding the question was arranged ; but scarcely has the storm 
blown over, when the Moniteur reassumes its former taunts, and charges 
upon the Swiss that they have been compelled to yield at all points! 
The truthfulness and the delicacy of this assumption are not conspi- 
cuous; but it shows the readiness with which the French Cabinet, 
having been forced into a brief departure from the absolutist camp 
of Burope, retraces ite steps, and apologises as it were for the 
momentary defection —Russia is more consistent ; for if the honeyed 
language of diplomacy cannot be laid aside in any document that ema- 
nates from St. Petersburg, there is no trouble in seeing, through the eu- 
gated coating, the pill that she rays iust be swallowed.

And yet, with all these drawbacks, we enjoyed the evening with “ Brnani.” It 
is, after all, Verdi’s most thoroughly rich and exuberant work. Every master has 
put himeelf most fully into some one masterpiece, which may not always be the 
completest or the most marvellous of his compositions, but is the most instinct 
with his peculiarities—with the qualities which individualize him among com- 
posers. So Mozart glows and lives in “ Don Giovanni ;” Spontini in “ La Ves- 
tale ;” Gluck in “ Iphigénie ;” Rossini—well, Rossini, who is a Janus of Genius, 
and too lazy to concentrate his double personality—Rossini must be looked for 
in “Tl Barbiere,” and the “ Mosé in Egitto ;” Meyerbeer in “Les Hugue- 
nots ;” Auber in “ Masaniello ;” Donizetti in “La Favorita ;” Bellini in “ La 
Sonnambula ;” and for us, Verdi lives in “ Ernani.” 

And are we now to hear him no more for months? _Is this brilliant experiment 
to have no consequence? Let us not believe it! Lent will soon be here ; and

@ All who know the world know very well that such a character as that of Ca- 
mille is possible in such a condition of life as her's ; but such a character must 
of necessity also be very rarely found in that condition. The /orette Camille of 
the first act, hiding in her heart the possible heroine of the third act, and the 
loving martyr of the finale, is an exceptional person—so exceptional a person 
that in no condition of life could she fail to betray in her manners and her bear- 
ing something of the secret royalty within her.

Tae Due or Rurianp, K.G.—We announced in our last issue the death 
of the venerable Duke of Rutland, which took place at Belvoir-castle, 
near Grantham, in his 79th year. The immediate cause of his death Was 
an attack of bronchitis, supervening on a gradual decay. 

John Henry Manners, 5th Duke and 14th Earl of Rutland, Senior Knight 
of the Garter, Lord Lieutenant and Custos Rotulorum of the county of 
Leicester, and Colonel of the Leicestershire Militia, High Ste of 
gh and Grantham, a trustee of the 


born on the 4th January, 1778. He was the eldest and last surviving son 
of Charles, fourth Duke (son of the celebrated Marquis of Granby), who 
died oo 1787, at the of 34, from an internal attack, while 
holding the t post of Lieutenant of Ireland, by the Lady 
Mary Isabella rset, ne daughter of Charles, fourth Duke of 
Beaufort, who died in 1831, long after she had outlived her reputation as 
the most beautiful woman of her day.

Lord George, who is also a Captain in the Horse 
Guards, was recently married to the Lady Adeliza Howard, daughter of 
the late and sister of the present Duke of Norfelk. The name of Lord 
John Manners has long been before the political world as head of the 
Weods and Forests under the short-lived Administration of Lord Derby, 
while the literary public are better Me pen pe with his lordship as the 
author of some poems of a highly and medisval character, and of 
a “ Plea for National Holydays.” His Grace’s eldest son, Charles Cecil 
John, Marquis of Granby, who has now succeeded to the dukedom, was 
appointed in 1852 Lord Lieutenant and Custos Rotulorumrof Lincolnshire 
on the resignation of the late Earl Brownlow. He was born in 1815, and 
is unmarried. His Lordship is well known as one of the heads of the 
“country” or Protectionist party, in which capacity he has frequently:

did not take office under Lord by. It may be remembered that he 
declined to lead the great Conservative party in the House of Commons 
on the death of Lord George Bentinck. 

The vast estates of Belvoir are possessions inherited by the ducal family 
of Rutland on account of their descent from the ancient Barons Roos or 
De Roos, an heiress of which noble family married Sir Robert Manners, 
ex-Sheriff of Northumberland, towards the close of the 15th century, and 
eventually succeeded to the Barony of De Ros. Thomas, 13th Lord de 
Ros, created Earl of Rutland in 1525, and honoured with the Knighthood 
of the Garter, held many important posts in tse Court and Cabinet of 
Henry VIII. He was the grandson of Anne Plantagenet, sister of Ed- 
ward IV. It is remarked as strange by Sir E. Brydgee, in his article on 
the English peerage in the Quarterly Review for April, 1830, that, “ not- 
withstanding this alliance with the House of York, the Earls of Rutland 
were able to escape the oppression of the Tudors.”’ The second earl re- 
built the family mansion of Belvoir. On the death of the third earl, in 
1587, the titles of Rutland and De Ros became separated, the latter pas- 
sing in the female line to his ew daughter, wife to the cele- 
brated&Lord Burleigh, afterwards 1 Exeter ; but the titles were 
again united for a time in the person of the sixth earl. The tenth earl, 
who had previously received a summons to Parliament from Charles IL, 
in his father’s lifetime, as Lord Manners, was raised to the Dukedom in 
1703. The second duke married a daughter of the celebrated patriot, 
William, Lord Russell, by whom he became the grandfather of the great 
Marquis of Granby, whose military reputation, handed down to our owa 
times on the signboard of many a village inn, was won Mogg = hep wowed 
which he spent in Germany as Commander-in-Chief of the 
serving under Prince Ferdinand of Brunswick.
